To the Board of Trustees University of 
Georgia: 


Henry Warren Brown was born in Ath- 
ens on the 18th of January, 1895. 

He graduated from the University of 
Georgia with the class of 1916, entered the 
architectural school of Oolumbia -university 
in September of the same year. 

Applied for zdmission to the first offit- 
cers’ training camp at Fort McPherson. in 
May, 1917, received his captain’s commis- 
sion there, spent the winter of 1917-18 at 
Camp Gordon, sailed for France with the 
826th infantry in April, 1918. Returned to 
America January 9, 1919; received his hon- 
orable discharge as captain 326th infantry 
January 13, 1919, and died February 18, 
1919; aged 24 years and 1 month.

Monday was a hard day on old 
offenders in the criminal divisiomw 
of Fulton superior court.

THE BUDGET VETO. 
It is regrettable that the United 


States is to be denfed enjoyment 
of the advantages of a budget sys- 
tem by reason of the president’s 
very proper veto of the budget bill 
that was enacted by congress after 
long years of effort on the part o! 
a large elem@nt of patriotic and 
right-thinking citizens to bring 
about the application of this mod- 
erm, common-sense, business-like 
principle to the administration of 
our government’s financial affairs. 

It is to be deplored that in acting 
upon even such a non-partisan mat- 
ter as the budget system the hos- 
tile republican congress could not 
forg2t its hatred of Wilson long 
enough to enable it to pass at 
least that one bill without burden- 
ing it with a provision that essen- 
tially compelled its disapproval by 
the president. 

There was politics—bitter, per- 
sonal, spiteful politics—even in 
the enactment of the budget bill 
that went to the president and 
was sent back by him with his 
disapproval. 

The congressional G. O. P. ma- 
jority was fully cognizant, of 
course, of the popularity of the 
budget plan, and of the favorable 
expectancy with which the Ameri- 
can masses awaited its adoption 
by our government. 

The republican leaders knew, 
furthermore—or had every reason 
to assume—that the president 
would feel compelled, much as he 
personally favored the principle 
embodied in the bill, to veto it if it 
contained the feature to which he

took exceptions and upon which he

In the event of a situation like 
that existing today in our govern- 
ment—that of a congress bit- 


terly hostile toward the executive 
branch, and eager to discredit the 
administration before the voters of 


of the country—to what a hazard 
would a president be continuously 
liable with such a law in operation! 

For instance, were that kind of a 
budget act in operation at this 
time, in the event of a “break” be- 
tween the chief executive and his 
controller general, think of what 
might happen before the present 
congress could be induced to re- 
move the subordinate official by 
“impeachment” proceedings! 

President Wilson hastened to re- 
turn the bill, with his objections 
logically and courteously stated, in 
time for the offensive provision to 
be changed before the adjournment 
of congress. 

An attempt by the minority to 
make the change suggested failed, 
as did an attempt by the repub- 
licans to pass the act over the 
president’s veto. 

There the matter rests; but the 
American people, though disap- 
pointed in the enforced postpone- 
ment of this highly desirable 
piece of legislation, are not going 
to be misled into placing upon the 
democratic administration the 
blame that belongs, and rests, en- 
tirely upon the Wilson-haters in 
congress. 

And while the situation is irri- 
tating to the friends of the budget 
reform idea, the fact that opposi- 
tion to it has been overcome is 
significant of gratifying progress; 
and at its next session it is to be 
hoped that, election over, it will 
again pass this bill with the ob- 
jectionable features eliminated.

Plan to Set Date 
For Trial of Curtis 
For Tuesday, July 29 


A motion to set the date of the 
trial of United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Tom Curtis, charged with 
shooting and killing Bob and Oscar 
Henderson in Union county three 
years ago, for Tuesday, July 29, wili 
be made Saturday before Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, of the United 
States district court. 

This is the first murder case on 
the records of the federal district 
court for a number of years. The 
killing occurred, it is alleged, when 
the Henderson brothers tried to pre- 
vent Deputy Marshal Curtis from 
placing their father, Tom Hender- 
son, under arrest. Tom Henderson 
was wanted by federal authorities 
on the charge of illicit distilling. 

Shortly after the two sons were 
kilied, Tom Henderson Was indicted 
on the charge of distilling, and at 
the last session of the federal grand 
jury he and two surviving sons 
were indicted for the same offense. 
During the last month, according 
to federal prohibition officers, four 
stills were destroyed near the Hen- 
derson home, 

The tragedy occurred a few miles 
from where Deputy Marshal Ben 
Dixon was killed last year by the 
Crawley brothers. Deputy Marshal 
Curtis was indicted for murder in 
the Union county court, but at the 
instance of the government, the case 
was transferred to Judge Sibley's 
court. The government is charged 
with the duty.of defending its offi- 
cers in such a case, and will as- 
sume the expense of the trial. The 
district attorney and his associates 
will defend Deputy Marshal Curtis 
and the case will bé prosecuted for 
the state by the solicitor of the 
eastern circuit.

CHOKED TO DEATH

Farmers Do Not Need 
Chautfeurs’ Badges 
To Deliver Produce 


by Dr. 


Secretary of State 8. G. McLen- 
don has made a ruling that farm- 
ers using trucks to carry their 
produce to market need not sectire 
a chauffeur’s license and badge for 
each person operating the truck, he 
announced yesterday. 

The situation was presented to 
him in a letter from R. E. Brown. 
of Fort Valley, who reported that 
the “farmers in that vicinity, par- 
ticularly peach growers, were com- 
pelled to handle their products with 
expedition and by truck and were 
unable to keep one chauffeur for 
each truck, but were compelled to 
pick up whatever farmhand was 
most convenient to get their produce 
to the railway station.” 

“IT unhesitatingly advise that the 
farmer shall put the most available 
man he has on his truck.” Mr. Mec- 
Lendon replied, “and make his de- 
liveries at the railway station as 
rapidly as possible, and, chauffeur's 
badge o rno chauffeur’s badge, I ad- 
vise county municipal orficers not 
to make arrest for lack of a chauf- 
feur’s badge.” 

Mr. McLendon said that he would 
recommend in his report that the 
general assembly make permissible 
transferable chauffeurs’ badges for 
the use of farmers and certain fac- 
tories which were compelled to de- 
liver their product to market by 
truck.

Board of Visitors Also Ree- 
ommend Higher Salaries 
for Faculty. 


Athens, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Deploring the present inadequacy 
of the equipment at the University 


of Georgia, the board of visitors 
of the institution submitted a re- 
port to the board of trustees, now 
in session, recommending that the 
facilities be immediately expanded 
by the addition of new buildings, 


which will make possible the mod- 
ernzing of every department of the 


university. The board of visitors 
also recommended that an enlarged 
budget be established, so as to ena- 
ble higher salaries to be paid to 
the faculty. 

In the report it is recommended, 
further, that the summer school be 
enlarged and the correspondence 
school be further extended. Regard- 
ing the action of the trustees in 
opening the university to women 
students, the board of visitors aft- 
er approving this progressive step, 
predicts that many women of Geor- 
gia may be expected to avail them- 
selves immediately of the oppor- 
tunity thus afforded them to ob- 
tain the advanced education fur- 
nished by the state university. 

The full text of the report of the 
board of visitors is as follows: 

‘‘To the Honorable Board of Trustees, the 

University of Georgia. 

“Gentlemen: The bodrd of visitors sub- 
mit the following report and earnestly re- 
quest your thoughtfm consideration of the 


@ have studied with care the annual 
report of the chancellor of the university 
with its accompanying official reports; we 
have interviewed personally the chancellor, 
the deans, and the heads of the respective 
departments; and we have as far as time 
permitted surveyed the buildings and equip- 
ment, ami looked into the work of the stu- 
dent . We have to report that we find 
much to commend and much to regret. 

‘We can unstintedly commend the work 
of the various departments and the officials 
of the iristitution on. the results obtained 
Guting this year following the great world 
disturbance creating unparalleled unrest, 
The increased enrollment, the steadying 
down to work, the organization for student 
self-government, and the appearance of 
women students are items for congratula- 
tion gathered from our examination of the 
student body. We believe that the year’s 
results show cause for cofigratulation of of- 
ficers, faculty and students. 

“‘We have to regret that the resources 
of the university are so inadequate for the 
great work cut out for it’to do. The buiid- 
ings are too limited in size and number, 
with several which should serve the future 
merely as landmarks of antiquity. Every 
department shonid be more fully equipped 
in modern outfit. The faculty are greatly 
underpaid for such men of quality, prepara- 
tion and experience. This talent in ‘other 
fields would command from double to quad- 
ruple the university salaries. , 

“We, the people, have been rudely awak- 
ened and many peaceful dreams dispelled 
by the recent war. It is fully decreed that 
we must have more education, and, in some 
respects a different kind of education if 
we are to achieve as a nation and retain our 
world leadership. The great state of Geor- 
gia so rich in natural resources and human 
talent cannot wisely refuse to build a great 
university to direct and to feed an wunsur- 
passed system of public education. These 
necessary agencles of progress, of democra- 
cy, and of humanity must not be permitted 
to lag behind. If California can ajppropri- 
ate annually one and three-quarter iillions 
of dollars for its state university, Georgia 
can afford to do likewise. 

Original Charter. 

‘‘The chancellor’s report tells of the dis- 
covery of the original charter of the uni- 
versity. This would seem to signify that 
it is calling to you and to us to make this 
the time for the fulfilment of its spirit and 
intent in behalf of the youth, the hope 
of the land. We wish it to become our 
rallying banner. We know that you have 
the interests of the university at heart, and 
will, therefore, pardon our seal in making 
the following recommendations: 


‘‘We recommend that a struggle be un- 
dertaken to achieve a great expansion of thé 
university through an extended building pro- 


gram and an enlarged and stabilized budget 
| of maintenance.

‘‘The chancellor’s report states that Can-

“The president of the college of agricul- 
ture, in his report, outlines a progressive 
five-year building program for that part 
of the university, and we commend its 
items. 

‘‘We recommend that for the general nni- 
versity the program be not so modest, that 
thinking should be in larger terms, and 
that the program mentioned by the chan- 
cellor be greatly enlarged. or this part 
of the campus there is immediate need of 
the following: 

General University. 

‘7, An administration building. The 
present facilities are almost a disgrace to 
this great state. 

“2 A chapel and auditorium. The stu- 
dent body has far outgrown the capacity of 
the old chapel, which is also ancient in its 
appointments. 

“8. New buildings for several depart- 
ments, notably that for physics mentioned 
by the chancellor. 

“4. The library is now too small and 
over-crowded. The work of a larger stu- 
dent body is thus hampered. This build- 
ing should be enlarged. 

“5. A central heating and power plant. 
Evidently this has ‘long n needed. No 
modern business plant as extensive as this 
would operate withont one. To do so would 
not be considered as efficiency or economy. 

‘6. Two large dormitory buildings, one 
for women—one for men. The university 
cannot expand or prosper without these. 
As before pointed out, this has been too 
long a point of neglect. 

Boarding conditions have so changed that 
such buildings are more necessary than 
ever before. And of these two, we think 
that the building for women the more 


imperative. 

“TA puting for the school of com- 
merce. This vision is growi rapidly. 
War effects have stimulated similar inter- 
ests and growth the United States over. 
The industrial and commercial development 
of the south is to be marvelous, and Geor- 
zia must educate her brains to share in this 
development and its opportunities. The

force. For these and the ever-growing 
needs of a live university, a much larger 
maintenance fund is necessary, and this 
should be stabilized and dependable in some 
ry way. 

‘The chancellor’s report suggests one 
good method, probably the act,” for doing 
this by setting aside for maintenance of 
the university and its branches a fixed por- 
tion of the state’s income in accord with 
the principle of four-eighths for the com- 
mon schools. The ction should be suf- 
ficiently ample. A study should be made 
so as to provide for the profession of edu- 
cation such salaries as would rank its them- 
bers well on an average with members of 
other professions, such as that of medi- 
cine, for example. Nothing short of this 
will keep us from disaster throtgh the low- 
ering or the destruction of the profession 
of education. And Georgia should know 
that in quite a number of progfessive states 
the income of each state university, not 
including normal schools, has passed the 
million-dollar mark. If we take stock of 
what Gcorgia is spending for automobiles, 
in income taxes, and the like, we must 
conclude that Georgia is abundantly able 
to take her place near the top instead of 
near the bottom in educational achieve- 
ment, and we must find the way to this ac- 
complishment.

Summer School. 

‘As a great agency of wide service, we 
wish to commend the university summer 
Rchool. This has been of invaluable serv- 
ice in building up the quality of teachers 
over the state. It may be added that it 
has gone a long way in popularizing the 
university. Teachers who attend, go home 
and talk the university. Teachers in serv- 
ice cannot attend college except in vaca- 
tion, and the summer school is great for 
them. Although the normal schools must 
supply many teachers, yet We must depend 
upon the university for a certain grade, es- 
pecially for high schools. The university 
summer school, and the school of education 
should be continually fostered and _  ex- 
tended as agencies for wider university 
service. 
“The proposition to re-organize the uni- 
versity courses so as to have a regular 
fourth university quarter along with the 
summer school is a most excellent proposi- 
tion worthy of your promotion. 

Correspondence Department. 
‘‘Another proposed agency for extending 
the service of the university is the cor- 
respondence department. This has passed 
the stage of experiment in_ several insti- 
tutions. A certain proportion of credits for 
a degree should be thus obtainable, and 
opportunity carried to“the homes of many. 
Especially will this be helpful for teachers 
who would seek higher degreés or prepare in 
new subjects. We therefore recommnd that 
n correspondence department be established 
in the school of education. This would be 
a right arm of the summer echool and a 
great extension ngent of the university. 

Chancellor David C. Barrow. 
‘‘We feel that we cannot close without 
ene mention distinctly personal. Rumor has 
spread over the state that our chancelicr 
contemplates ‘resigning. He has given long 
years of rich service to the nniversity, yet, 
however fully entitled he may be to re- 
tirement from dnties so strenuous, it would 
be a calamity to lose him now. He has 
laid the foundation and made possible fhe 
expansion we have outlined in this re- 
port. He must be retained as the wise 
head, the great heart, and the unerring pilot 
until this greater university Is a realization.
